"Suppose In a crop-failure year that 
corn should go to $10 a bushel? If 
you have oo com what good arliuld 
that do yon? Wonld It be better for 
a few farmer* who have com to matte 
big money out of the farms re to the 
crop-failure action nrd at bam who 
have no com? 

"Suppose every man should rut 
down bla acreage of cotton to boost 
the price. Would the man with the 
smallest (mount of cotton rich? 
Nobody aikr you to grow cotton at n 
loss; there lie hujplrede of things 
tltnt can be tucc.'l-fully grown at k 
profit. Why he ■ slave to cotton? But 
when you do grow muon, grow oh 
each acre ill you ran profitably pro¬ 
duce t n order to do this you will 
have to know the coat of fertlllaer. 
labor, ete. Then It I* n matter of 
arithmetic. 

"There are planters who malts 
money year after year In cotton. They 
can nmke m-urj often when you can’t. 
It hose fault la It? Many fall In busi¬ 
ness farming as well ae merchandis¬ 
ing If you can’t make It pay—gat 
out of It. 

Make Ivery Acre Wertt Profitably. 

“The principle Involved la the aatne 
as In manufacturing. The student of 
economics know* that If * plant la 
not used to It* full capacity there Is 
■ consequent lass In th* return on the 
Investment. The nine Is true oo *n 
acre of land." said Mr, Trank Rsnrken, 
vice president of the American Stew) 
k Wire company, when asked shout 
th* cotton situation. “In tba praaa 
service of one of our middle states 
colleges, the dean toy*. ’Nona of our 
Instructors arc teaching tha farmer 
that It Is slther hi* duty or to his 
Kivster advantage under peace condi¬ 
tion* to secure a maximum produc¬ 
tion regardless of other economic ton- 


slderwt!oa* I" Exactly so; but sucb 
advice must be made drSolte la order 
that the lay and IneBli lent may not 
nkc It as sn excuse to loaf ea the 

Job. 

"It la true that If every factory In 
tha United State* should make noth¬ 
ing but collar buttons we would aooa 
have more roller buttons than could 
be disposed of; aod tbs earn# thing Ik 
true of farming. Do not be aisled— 
every rsnuer mast produce nil of tbs 
core, oats, bay, forage, wheat, sirup. 
Irish iDd sweet potatoes, eegetablea. 
milk, butter, fruit sud all other prod¬ 
ucts of th* soil flrst, to properly nour¬ 
ish his own household, sud. second, to 
feed the outside world. 

Distribution Usually to Blame. 

"Tha trouble Is not usually In oeer- 
production. Distribution Is to blame 
for moat of tba trouble, although of 
course there Is always th* danger 
that too many fanners will manufac¬ 
ture collar buttons, so to speak, when 
they ought to be balancing tbs world’s 
ration. - 

’The bureau of markets has under¬ 
taken this problem—-hat la. to advise 
so far as possible what to grow, but 
the fanner I* doing aa be always has 
done. If th* price of potato** Is high 
In the fall he growa potatoes until he 
gluts th* market. Next year he grows 
no potatoes, and the third year po¬ 
tatoes are high again. The wise man 
does ant attempt to keep til of his 
eggs In one basket. 

"The farm is a factory and the 
ssni* advice Is given to farmer* that 
has been adopted by othar manufac¬ 
turer*: Ton rsn’t make a proflt un¬ 
less you know your costa. Htsndard- 
lie your products. 

"No market scheme, whether of co¬ 
operation or legislation, ran long main¬ 
tain a superior price fur an Inferior 

commodity. 

"Farm-rs should flirt maintain 
thamaalxe* and family ae* >*bt-T oo 
their own farms: and this appllaa to 
cotton In the Booth nod to wheat tn 
tha North. I have no patience with a 
pile of tin cans at lbs bark door of 
tha farmhouse."
